Now the American farmers taking 
them as a whole, have been doing just 
that very thing and, unless they mend 
their ways, the farmers of the next 
generation will be in hard lines. 
There was given to the farmers of 
this middle west an inheritance such 
as has been given to no nation oi 
farmers since the world began, an in 
heritance of the finest body of agri- 
cultural land found on this continent 
or on any other. So far as the prairies 
were concerned, this land needed no 
clearing nor piling up stones, no grub- 
hing out stumps before plowing the 
ground. It was there, cleared by Lo 
human hand, fertilized by the great 
Farmer of farmers for thousands cf 
years with the accumulation of vege- 
table matter. 

On this income we have been liv- 
ing, mining the fertility of the soil, 
sending it to foreign countries in the 
shape of grains at a price but little 
above the cost of production until 
Within the last few years, allowing the 
manure to accumulate until in some 
cases it was necessary to move the 
stables, allowing the soils to wash off 
into the nearest streams Until the 
last few years our average yield of 
grain per acre has been declining, not- 
Withstanding the vast addition every 
year of millions of acres of virgin soil. 
Alter the first richness of the soil was 
exhausted we grew but little more 
wheat per acre than the serfs of 
Russia or the low caste peasants of 
India. 

Thanks to the new agriculture, we 
have been advancing slowly in the 
last ten or twelve years; but unless 
the farmer of the twentieth century is 
a better farmer than the farmer of 
the nineteenth, it will not be very 
jong before we get to a point where 
our lands will grow only just enough 
to pay tor the labor, and there will be 
no profit in farming. It is time for 
the farmers as a whole to look into 
this matter very seriously and con- 
sider whether it is not better to do 
some real farming instead of living off 
ihe inheritance from the great Father 
of us all, and wasting it as though 
there was another Mississippi valley 
to be opened up to the spoiler. 

The boy who ‘star's out to live on 
what his father gaye him will after

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or, as we sometimes say, will touch 
rock bottom, and will then have to 
begin to learn to make something for 
himself. Taking the United States 
over, that is the position we are in 
today, notwithstanding all the boast- 
ing that is done about the magnitude 
ol our crops. 

England passed through this same 
experience. Up to the time of that 
wise old farmer Jethro Tull, she grew 
no more wheat to the acre than we 
do. Farming was done as it had been 
done since the world began. Now the 
manure bill of England, as we learn 
from a paper by Professor Berry, of 
Scotland, amounts to 100 million doi- 
lars a year. He also states that the 
manure bill of Germany and_ the 
United States is increasing in greater 
ratio than the manure bill of his coun- 
try. Concerning the United States, he 
says: “The United States was living 
on capital in respect of using up its 
virgin soils, and now that it has come 
to something like the end of its tether 
in that direction, the necessity for 
feeding the soil is being realized.” 
This refers, ef course, to commercial 
fertilizers. 

In case we go on living up our in- 
heritance, we shall have to buy fer- 
tility at a cost that will make the net 
prufits seem exceedingly small. The 
tarmer will then not be thinking abont 
buying an automobile. The middle 
west is in better condition, as we 
know from personal observation and 
investigation, than any other part of 
the United States. It had more to

There have been in all these years 


and in all countries good farmers, men 
who would have felt it a shame to lie 
down to die leaving their children a 
farm poorer than they took it from 
the hand of nature; but these have 
been the exception and not the rule.

have not kept up their land will be 
in the position of Esau, who for a mor- 
sel of pottage sold his birthright and 
found no place for repentance, even 
though he sought it carefully and with 
tears. 





A POSSIBLE CRISIS IN THE CORN 
BELT STATES. 


We have been much worried over 
the seed corn problem. Week after 
week we have warned our readers of 


the bad condition of the seed corn, and 
urged farmers to test their corn early. 
Farmer-like. most of them waited till 
about the usual time for testing seed 
corn, along in February. When they 
did test, the results were just such 
as we anticipated and predicted week 
after week. It is now becoming a 
serious question as to whether we will 
have enough good seed corn to plant 
the usual acreage in the states of 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, and even as 
far east as Ohio, and something of a 
problem, though a less serious one, in 
Kwansas and Nebraska. 

Some time since we urged our read- 
ers to test the corn left standing im 
the fields and see if they could not 
get seed corn there. We have been 
urging them to hunt up old corn and 
test it; but in some way to get enough 
reliable seed corn to plant the usual 
acreage if not more. We doubt 
whether it can be done. 

Where our readers have corn that 
will test 90 per cent, they will be saie 
in planting three grains to the hill. 
Where it will test only 50 or 60 per 
cent and they can not do better, then 
they would do well to plant what they 
have, increasing the quantity in pro- 
portion to the decrease in vitality, and 
then be prepared to thin out, if neces- 
sary. This will involve extra labor 
and possibly planting a smaller acre- 
age than was intended. 

tue erisis will come when farmers 


who have not taken our advice find 
that they have a very poor stand of 
corn. Then comes up the question 
what to do next. It is not advisable 


for any man to undertake to plant 
more corn than he has good seed. In 
other words, the amount of available 
reliable seed corn should be the meas- 
ure of the acreage. If farmers have 
foreseen this, they can sow to oats, 
spring wheat or barley and grow less 
corn and more of these grains, and 
then seed down. When it is too late 
to do tuis, then the question will be: 
What next? Of course, where farmers 
have cattle, they can grow sorghum; 








be as scarce 
as corn. We 


but sorghum seed may 
and of as poor vitality 
do not know about this. If not, they 
can grow buckwheat, provided they 
can get the seed, and the children will 
live fat next winter. They can grow 
cowpeas or soy beans or millet, where 
they can not secure enough seed corn. 

If they have no live stock, however, 
and many of our readers have very 
little, it will then be a question what 
to do with the land. We have a sug- 
gestion to make in case this crisis is 
reached: Cultivate the land and seed 
down to clover, where the corn is a 
practical failure. If the land is :n 
good condition, clover can be sown in 
June without a nurse crop just as 
well as in April. It might be a bless- 
in’ if some landlords were obliged to 
quit growing so much corn and put in 
more clover. \where the failure is 
only partial, the corn may be seeded 
to rape at the last plowing and the 
crop used for fattening sheep. 

Don’t imagine for a moment that ve 
are alarmists. It must be obvious to 
cur readers that such a crisis as this 
is possible; and it is well for them to 
think it over and see what can be 
done. In farming, as in everything 
else, “forewarned is forearmed.” It 
is a wise man who can anticipate con- 
tingencies which may occur, and have 
a well thought out plan to meet them. 
The successful farmer always does a 
lot of thinking in advance. He will 
need to do more thinking this year 
than usual, tor the reason that the 
conditions are somewhat unusual.

ler, when he was superintendent of 
schools in that county. We made t-vo 
or three trips to talk to the farmers 
at their meetings. Mr. Miller had ais- 
tributed seed corn to the boys in the 
schools and urged the girls to study 
domestie science We sent one of our 
field representatives to judge the seed 
corn and talk to the boys and girls 
in the township. Since then they have 
needed no special help from us. 

We are delighted in looking over the 
program of the county institute to 
note that they are holding two insti- 
tues in different parts of the country, 
that fifteen hundred dollars has been 
subscribed by the enterprising mer- 
chants of the different towns in the 
county as prizes for the best exhibits. 
We are particularly interested in the 
subjects for discussion at these ins‘i- 
tues, which cover a very wide range 
and are all thoroughly practical. For 
the encouragement and help of insti- 
tute workers not only in Iowa but over 
our entire field we give the list of sub- 
jects, as follows:

TREATING POTATOES FOR SCAB. 

An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Please tell me what to do with seed 
potatoes to prevent the scab coming 
on the next crop.” 


Scab is a fungus disease, the spores 
being in the ground as well as on 
potatoes grown on scabby ground 


Treatment of the seed will prevent 
the scab almost entirely when th 
seed is planted on ground free from 
the disease, but even treated se 


when planted on infected ground, ma 
result in some secabby potatoe 
Sither of two different treatmen's 
may be use’. The first one colisists 


of two ounces of corrosive sublimate 
water. Immerse 


in fifteen gallons of 
the seed potatoes in this solution b 
fore cutting for one and a half hour 
Instead of this, formalin may 
as in the case of oats, 
solution must be weaker. The 
tions usually given are to take a 
a pint of commercial formalin to fii- 
teen gallons of water and immers 
the potatees for two hours. If a con- 
siderable quantity are to be treated 
use a pint of formalin to thirty gal- 
lons of water, place it in a barrel, 
then put the seed potatoes in a sack 
and immerse them in the barré v 
them out and let the water drain 
the barrel, and repeat with another 
sackful. If a considerable quantit; 
are to be treated they can be empti 
on the barn floor and _ thoronghly 
sprayed with the formalin solu 
empty out one sack, spray thoroug 
then another sack, spray th: 
oughly, and continue until all the 
is in a pile and thoroughly wet; then 
cover up with blankets, sheets, can- 
vas, or anything of this sort, and !ct 
them remain for about four he 
This is the quicker method whe! 
considerable quantity of seed is to 
treated, and will prove equally as ei- 
fective as dipping them. 
When scab has been quite 
some it would be a good plan (lo 
change the potato patch on to fresh 
ground and use the old patch for corn, 
grain, or grass.

GETTING BLUE GRASS INTO ALFALFA 
A central Iowa subscriber writes. 
“T have a piece of blue grass in pas- 

ture which | would like to burn over 

and seed it down with alfalfa. Would 
it be advisable to use this blue grass 
sod, or would it be better to use som 
older ground well manured? At what 
time of the year will it be best to sow 
alfalfa? In the spring, or later on in 
the summer?” 
We would not 
spondent to try to grow 


advise our corre- 
alfalfa on a 


blue grass pasture or a blue grass 
sod. Alfaifa in the humid section 
must have ground free from wees, 
and blue grass is one of the mos! 


serious weeds in an alfalfa field. The 
great trouble in keeping a stand ol 
alfalfa in Iowa and Illinois is the en- 
croachment of the blue grass. Alfalla 
should be put on ground which has 
been cultivated for some years and 1s 
as free from weeds as possible. The 
best plan in Iowa is to sow the alialfa 
in August on ground which has beet 
in some other crop, for example, 02 
oats stubble. Get the oats off 45 
quickly as possible after harvest, plow 
the ground, work it over sufficiently 
to make a fine seed bed, and then soW 
the alfalfa as early in August as pos 
sible. Under favorable conditions it 
will make a heavy growth before 
winter.

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IOWA GRAIN RATES. 


The Greater Des Moines Committee, 
through its freight commissioner, Mr. 
E. G. Wylie, has filed a petition with 


the Iowa Railroad Commission in 
which asks for a reduction in ‘he 
rates on grain and grain products 
within the state of Iowa. In 1888, 


shortly after the Iowa legislature en- 
ec maximum rate law, the Iowa 


acted t! 

railroad commissioners published a 
schedule of maximum rates. No sub- 
stantia! change has been made in 
these rates on grain from that time 
to this, and the maximum rates then 
established have been the rates at 
which grain has been moved. This 
nas not been true in Illinois, where 
grain has been moved at considerable 
jess than the maximum rates. Nor has 
it been true in interstate business. 
There has been a steady reduction in 
rates on grain from Iowa points to 


noints outside of the state. For ex- 
; Manning, Iowa, the rate cn

wheat to Chicago is 14.9 cents; in 
i888 the rate was 61 per cent higher 
than this. The rate on corn is 13.5 
cents; in 1888 the rate was 41 per cent

At the time the rates within the 
state were established there was no 


systematic investigation carried on 
with a view of determining what would 
be reasonable rates. In many cases 
the rates then in effect were continued 

changes were made the 
rate was largely taken as 
a guide. This same condition existed 
with regard to live stock rates. Up 
until three years ago there had been 
no material change in the live stock 
rates Within the state. At that time 
the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Asso- 
ciation petitioned the Iowa railroad 
commissioners to lower the rates, and 
after investigating the matter quite 
fully, the commission did lower them 
to the extent of about 18 per cent. 

The question of rates on grain and 
grain products is one of great impori- 
ance to lowa generally, and especially 
to lowa farmers, not only because con- 
siderable grain is shipped from one 
part of the state to another for feed- 
ing purposes, but because feed prod- 
ucts of one sort or another are brought 
in trom river towns. Myr. Wylie is 
unusually well qualified to present a 
case of this sort and, having the sup- 
port of the Greater Des Moines Com- 
mittee, it should be carried through 
to a successful issue.

PREPARATION OF THE SEED BED 
FOR GROWING ALFALFA. 


We are having a number of letters 
from farmers asking how to secure a 
stand of alialfa. For example, a south- 
ern lowa correspondent writes: 

“I have five acres that was in cora 
last year, fairly new, strong ground, 
rather rolling, timber soil. Can you 
tell me how to get it in alfalfa?” 

Different methods are followed by 
farmers in different sections, as well 
as by different farmers in the same 
section. Some follow the approved 
methods of growing clover, namely, 
prepare the seed bed as for oais, 
spring wheat or barley, using about 
two-thirds of the usual seeding of <he 
grain, and sow alfalfa with it at the 
rate of twenty-five pounds per acre. 
In some sections this is suecessful. 
We know of one successful alfalfa 
srower who sows spring wheat with 
the alfalt i, and then pastures it down, 
putting on three or four times as 
many head of cattle as usual. When 
they have it pastured down sufficient- 
ly, he changes the cattle to another 
pasture until the wheat is six or eight 
inches high, and then pastures again. 
We do no think this is the best way 


to secure a ful] stand of alfalfa, how- 


ever,

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ing the corn very carefully. The next 
spring we sow to early oats; or follow 
the second crop of corn with winter 
wheat, and when the wheat is two or 
three inches high, harrow it. Then 
after the crop is removed, about the 
fourth of July, disk thoroughly and re- 
peatedly, so as to conserve the mois- 


ture in the soil, as you would in a 
well cultivated corn field. Then about 
the 20th of August sow twenty to 


twenty-five pounds of alfalfa seed per 
acre and harrow it in. In some sec- 
tions of light soil or sandy soil and 
light rainfall, drilling is practical, put- 
ting on a half seeding one way and 
cross drilling the other half. 

We wish our readers to get a clear 
understanding of the philosophy which 
underlies this method. The reason for 
growing two crops of corn is to get 
rid of all weeds. Weeds are the great 
enemy of alfalfa, both in securing a 
stand and in maintaining it. The great 
object, therefore, would be to germ- 
inate and destroy all the weed seeds 
there may be in the soil. You can not 
well do this by seeding to oats in the 
spring and sowing alfalfa seed, for 
weeds will come up with the alfalfa. 

Some farmers have endeavored to 
kill the weeds by clipping back the 
alfalfa before it has come into bloom. 
This method will work all right with 
clover, but will not work with alfalfa, 
for the following reason: Alfalfa has 
been accustomed for several thousand 
years to being cut when in bloom, 
and seems to prepare itself for this 
by putting out buds at the crown, that 
is at the top of the root. In fact, ex- 
perienced alfalfa growers do not cut 
their alfalfa until these buds have ap- 
peared, paying little or no attention 
to the blossoming. If alfalfa is cut 
before these buds appear, as we found 


out by our own experience with a 
piece of alfalfa on very weedy 
ground, it is surprised and takes a 


week or two to get ready to put out 
buds, just as corn takes from seven 
to nine days in repairing its root 
system after it has been blown down 
by a heavy wind in July, meanwhile 
suspending every effort at growth. !n 
the meantime the weeds keep oan 
growing just as clover does after it 
is clipped back. This is the reason 
why we do‘not adwise sowing with any 
nurse crop, particularly on weedy 
land. All this with reference to sow- 
ing alfalfa in the humid district. 

This plan will not work where there 
is less than twenty-five inches of rain- 
fall, for the reason that you can not 
depend on developing sufficient mois- 
ture in the ground after the crop of 
oats or winter wheat is removed. The 
best method in that section, therefore, 
is to plow your ground early, if it is 


in corn stubble or oats stubble, waive™] 


growing a crop this year, cultivate it 
thoroughly after plowing, and continue 
the cultivation with the harrow or 
disk, as the case may require, until 
the month of June, and then sow the 
alfalfa whenever there is suffi- 
cient moisture in the ground to insure 
prompt germination. 

By following the method we have 
suggested in the semi-humid district, 
you get rid of your spring weeds by a 
full stand of clover or winter wheat. 
If they start to grow, they are smoth- 
ered out. In the humid section you 
get rid of the weeds that grow in the 
fall by this thorough cultivation after 
the crop is removed. Then the alfalfa 
has full occupancy of the ground, and 
if you sow enough seed of full germ- 
inating power, and cover it with the 
harrow, you will have a full stand. 

It must be borne in mind that alfaifa 
when it comes up is rather tender, 
in fact, one of the most tender crops 
that we know of. After it has had a 
growth of a year or two, it is one of 
the most hardy. In this it is much 
like the human baby. It is very tender 
and helpless in infancy, but develops 
vigor as it grows older. 

As we have stated, the great enemy 
of alfalfa is weeds. Farmers who have 
a full stand of alfalfa should not hesi- 
tate to harrow it this spring, if it is 
a year old; and should not hesitate to 
disk it very thoroughly, if it is two or 
three years old. That is the only way 
you can keep down weeds. The worst 
weed in alfalfa in the humid section 
is blue grass and white clover. We 
therefore hope that our readers who 
are sowing alfalfa will think this over 
very carefully. Read it over two or 
three times, until you understand the 
philosophy (or shall we say science”) 
of alfalfa growing, which has been 
tested and proved by the best alfaifa 
growers.

SELLING BROOD SOWS. 


Those of our readers who have care- 
fully watched the market reports must 
have noticed that during the past win- 
ter there has been an unusual number 
of what is known in common parlance 


as “grass widows” sent to market. 
Evidently the farmer, when hogs 


mounted to nine, ten and recently to 
eleven cents, was sorely tempted, as he 
looked over the brood sows weighing 
three or four hundred pounds, to sell 
them. He said to himself: This is a 
tremendous price, unprecedented since 
we have gone onto a gold basis, and 
may never occur again. This sow may 
lose her pigs, may have very few of 
them and may eat them up after they 
do come. It will take a good deal of 
corn to feed her. Why not sell her 
and the corn separately? And during 
the winter many of them did so. 

The recent market reports indicate 
that the receipts of these heavy brood 
sows have fallen off; but the same 
temptation will come to him now to 
sell brood sows that have been bred 
for late litters, say May or June, and 
weigh two hundred and fifty pounds, 
and for the same reasons. In point of 
fact, we learn from shippers that many 
farmers are doing just this thing and 
depending upon smaller sows to fur- 
nish the litters for this summer and 
the pigs for next year’s market. 

One reason why farmers do this is 
doubtless because of the general feel- 
ing that the packers control the mar- 
ket to suit themselves. They remem- 
ber very well how just after the panic 
of 1907 the market price of hogs fell 
do per cent, while the price of pork 
fell little if any. The only reason they 
can see for this is that the country 
banks had loaned the farmers’ depos- 
its to the packers, on the assurance 
that the commercial paper offered was 
fully covered by the contents of the 
coolers, and that all the packer needed 
to do to pay off these notes was to quit 
buying for six weeks. They remem- 
ber that instead of quitting buying for 
six weeks they reduced their pur- 
chases for three months, and thus 
compelled the farmers to pay _ the 
packers’ obligations to the banks 
through having to accept a reduced 
price for live stock. 

Secretary Wilson regards this as 
one of the main causes for the de- 
erease in pork production. We entire- 
ly agree with him. The farmer, in 
reducing the number of brood sows, 
may possibly have in mind a similar 
attempt (in fact an attempt that is 
repeated every year about the begin- 
ning of the winter packing season) to 
bear the price of hogs. He may think, 
“What’s the use, when the combina- 
tion of packers can fix the price to 
suit themselves? Why not just raise 
a few hogs and by the shortage in the 
number compel them to pay the high- 
est price possible?” 

If all farmers could and would co- 
operate together, this would be prac- 
tical. As a matter of fact they can 
not and will not; and it would not be 
right for them to do so, if they could. 
Enough of them will decrease their 
hog production for other reasons be- 
sides this, so as to make it morally 
certain that for a year and even two 
years to come hogs are going to bring 
higher prices than for any _ similar 
length of time before. Why not, there- 
fore, save your best brood sows, re- 
gardless of size and price? 

Grow as large litters as you can, 
give them the best care and attention, 
and get them on the market as soon 
as possible. To do anything else is a 
suicidal policy. The constitution of the 
hog is none too strong at best, but the 
policy of breeding from immature ani- 
mals necessarily reduces the stamina 
of the breed and leaves them open io 
disease. In fact, this practice of 
breeding from interior animals has 
gone so far in times past that we have 
needed an outbreak of cholera to weed 
out the weaklings. 

We have had average corn crops, 
in fact a little more than average, for 
two years past, and corn has been “out 
of sight” both years. The probabilities 
are against an average corn crop this 
year on account of poor seed. It will 
take a three billion bushel crop of 
corn, which is beyond anything we 
can hope for, to severely dent the 
price. The man who raises the corn 
and raises the hogs has plenty of 
money in sight. 
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POSTAL REFORMS. 


The attempt of the president, insti- 
gated by Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock, to increase the rate of postage 
from two to five or seven cents a 
pound on magazines and agricultural 
and religious papers taking magazine 
form, is likely to have an ending quite 
different from what its promoters ex- 
pected. 

The house committee of postoffices 
and postal rates has been looking into 
the evidence that the government is 
losing on the present rates, and has 
discovered that the books of that de- 
partment are kept in a most slipshod 
manner, that nobody really knows the 
facts, and that most of these state- 
ments are founded simply on guess- 
work. The statements of the two sec- 
ond assistant postmaster generals un- 
der previous administrations seem 1o 
be quite conclusive on on this point. 
It is strange that before making any 
move of this kind the postmaster gen- 
eral did not acquaint himself with the 
report of the special committee ap- 
pointed under the previous adminis- 
tration, which has suggested radical 
changes that will put money in the 
treasury of the government and afford 
much better service to the people and 
to the press. 

In short, this committee, after going 
through a most careful investigation, 
and having hearings in Washington 
and in different parts of the country, 
suggests that the postmaster general 
confine himself mainly to cabinet du- 
ties, and that the work now purporting 
to be done by the postmaster general, 
but really done by subordinates of 
whom the country knows _ nothing, 
shall be done by a new official, to be 
known as the director of posts, and his 
associates, who shall hold offices for 
life or good behavior. 

Everyone knows that the main ac- 
tive business of the postmaster gen- 
eral has been to distribute patronage. 
in the way of postoffices and such like, 
and that the real work is done by sub- 


ordinates. Every man who has had 
business with the postoffice depart- 


ment for the last twenty years knows 
something about its contradictory and 
often absurd decisions, decisions such 
as could be made, and no doubt are 
made, by some twelve or fifteen hun- 
dred dollar clerk, whose decisions are 
approved by the postmaster general, 
who may know nothing whatever 
about the merits of the case. This ex- 
plains why one newspaper is allowed 
to violate the law with impunity, and 
others are “jacked up” on the most 
trifling technicalities. 

By all means let the postoffice de- 
partment be put upon a business basis, 
and postmasters at important offices 
be required to do the work of the office 
instead of taking a reward for party 
subserviency. This will tend very 
much to purify politics, no matter 
what party is in power. 


WOLF TEETH. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“When I was a boy my grandfather 
used to doctor oxen for hollow horns, 
cows for wolf in the tail, and colts for 
lampers; but now it seems that ex- 
perienced veterinarians say there is 
no such things as these diseases; that 
they are purely imaginary. Now what 
I would like to know is, Is there such 
a thing as colts having wolf teeth 
which cause them to go blind? I have 
a colt three years old; one of his eyes 
is sore and has been running for 
about two weeks. I have been won- 
dering if his teeth could be the 
trouble.” 

We have in the office some half a 
dozen or more works on veterinary 
medicine. In but two of them can 
we find any reference to wolf teeth. 
One says that it is generally supposed 
these teeth have an injurious effect 
on the eyes. Prof. James Law, one 





of the leading veterinarians in the 
United States, says that wolf teeth 
are natural and harmless. They are 


insignificant teeth situated directly in 
front of the upper grinders, and rare- 
ly in front of the lower ones From 
the fact that they are present at the 
time of the shedding and cutting of 
the teeth, when eye troubles are most 
frequent, some people connect them 
with these eye troubles and hold them 
responsible. Professor Law says that 
there is no connection betwen the 
two. He says, however, that these 
wolf teeth are useless and may be ex- 
tracted without injury. The tradition 
that wolf teeth cause eye troubles or 
blindness should be laid aside with 
the old notions concerning hollow 
horn, wolf in the tail, lampers, etc.

When to be used for sheep pasture it 
is better to use the drill, for the 
reason that the sheep will pass be- 
tween the drills, eating it clean as 
they go, and will thus waste less than 
when sowed broadcast. When drilled 
it needs to be cultivated. 

On good rich land it will grow 
twenty tons of green forage per acr 
under average conditions from ten to 
twenty tons may be expected. Pro 
fessor Craig states that one-third of 
an acre of rape will keep ten hogs 
two months. We presume, however, 
that this is more than could be ex 
pected when it is sown broadcast 

We would not turn in the hogs un- 
til the rape is ten inches high. Many 
make the mistake of turning them in 
too soon. We would therefore sow 
in that latitude early in April, and 
when it is ten inches high Jurn in 
the hows. Our correspondent must 
determine for himself whether he will 
sow in drills from twenty-two to 
twenty-eight inches apart, and culti- 
vate, or whether he will sow broad- 
cast, using more seed with less labor. 
Rape can be used for sheep fattening 
or tor cow pasture, provided the cows 
are not turned in till after milking, 
and then for but a short time. Other 
wise it will taint the milk. 

While on this subject of rape, it 
might be well to state that it can be 
used to very great advantage as a 
sheep pasture by sowing it broadcast 
on oats or winter wheat, where it is 
not intended to seed down to clover, 
after the oats or wheat have attained 
a height of two or three inches. Then 
sow at the rate of four pounds per 
acre and cover with the harrow. This 
will not injure either oats or wheat. 
The rape will not make much growth, 
but will hold its stand until after the 
crop has been removed. Sown at the 
time of seeding oats, if the stand

TREATING SEED CORN. 
A Missouri subscriber writes 
“In one of your recent papers I saw 
a little item in regard to treating seed 
corn with pine tar to protect it from 
squirrels. Please explain how to 
use it.” 
We summarize a report from the 
Kansas Experiment Station on this 





subject, as follows: 
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“Kerosene, crude petroleum, cop- 
peras, crude carbolic acid, fish dil 
and spirits of camphor, when used in 
sufficient quantity or strength to im- 
part an odor to the corn, seriously 
injure the germinating powers of the 
grain. To treat the seed with any of 
these substances in such small quan- 
tity or dilute form as not to injure 
the germ is a waste of time, for the 
slight taste or odor imparted is soon 
dissipated in contact with the soil. 

“Mixing pulverized gum camphor 
with the dry grain and storing it in a 
closed vessel for some days has been 
recommended as an efficient treat- 
ment. With us the results were en- 
tirely negative. Little or no odor was 
imparted to the grain. Pine tar was 
used in our experiments. It has a 
strong odor, but leaves the grain loo 
sticky to work in a planter. 

“Coal tar makes an ideal coating of 
a rich brown color and a persistent 
zassy smell. It dries nicely, is not in 
the least sticky, and will work well in 
a planter. Wet the grain with a little 
warm water before stirring in the tar. 
A teaspoonful of the latter will be suf- 
ficient for a peck of corn. The mass 
must be thoroughly mixed and then 
dried before attempting to plant. Soak- 
ing corn in strong tobacco concoction 
for a few hours, or simply wetting it 
with the liquid, seems to promise good 
results. Of course, the grain must be 
thoroughly dried before planting. It 
will have a strong odor and will not 
be sticky.”

THE PLANT FOOD IN TH 


MANURE. 

How do plants feed and where does 
their come from? The old 
humus theory as advocated by Thaer 
Was to the effect that “The fertility 
of the soil is really determined by its 
humus, for excepting the water, it is 
the humus alone that supplies nour- 
ishment to the plant in the soil.” 
proposed a “mineral” theory

Liebig 


which wa directly opposed to this. 
This theory stated that plants used 
only minerals as tood. Such was bis 
great reputation and prestige that he 
carried the scientific world with him. 
Dr. A. Voelcher said this: ‘The 
humus theory has retarded rather than 


promoted agricultural improvements. 
Happily it may be regarded at pres- 
ent as fully exploded.” The transi- 
tion from this extreme doctrine to the 
theories hejd today has been gradual. 
Students are appreciating more and 


more that the productiveness of our 
svils is bound up in the content of 
organic matter, Undoubtedly plants 
can grow and thrive without humus 


or organic matter ot any kind if min- 


eral plant food i supplied in the 
proper proportion. Still it is plain to 
everybody that partially decayed 


matter is a help to the growth 
of plants Liebig and his associates 
explained this by ascribing it to the 
physical effects of the organic matter. 

Later researches have developed 
the theory that this organic matter 
through processes of decay becomes 


organic 


broken down into simpler forms and 
then can be used by plants, but that 
organic matter as such is not plant 


obtains its carbon 
dioxide of the air, 
the carbohydrates in 
the manure or the soil. For this 
reason it is customary to value ma- 
nure according to the amount of the 
three elements, nitrogen, potassium, 
and phosphorus, found in it. This is 
the generally accepted view, but just 
lately there has been a_ question 
raised as to some of these points, 
especially the action of manurial salts 
in the soil 

The most natural assumption in 
studying the relation between manure 
and the growth of clover, is that the 
manure helped the growth of the 


food. The plant 
irom the carbon 
and never from 


clover because it supplied — plant 
food If this is the case, then 
these elements supplied in forms 
as available as that in the manure 
should give as good returns. This 


point has been tested, as is shown by 
the following experiments: In the 
first series one pot was treated with 
sodium nitrate, sodium phosphate and 
potassium sulphate, and in an amount 
equal to the plant food found in the 
manure which was supplied to the 
manured pots. The picture given in 
the first article shows the pots as they 
appeared sixty-five days after plant- 
ing. No. 41 was treated with manure, 
No. 44 was untreated, and No. 39 was 
treated with mineral fertilizers. The 
picture shows very plainly that che 
manure helped the growth of the 


clover very much more than the min- 
eral fertilizers did. The pots were 
harvested two months later, and the 


following table gives the green weight 
of the crop:

This is a point of considerable im- 
portance, and to be sure that the 
above result was not an accident, the 


same experiment was tried several 
times, with the result always the 
same. The last experiment will be 
described. In this experiment six pots 


two treated with manure, 
and two 


were used, 
two with mineral fertilizers, 
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untreated. The pots with their treat- 
ments and the green weights when 
harvested are given in the following 
table. The series was harveste d when 
ninety-nine days old.

This data shows that plant food 
given in mineral form is not as ef- 

fective as the organic manure. 

Summing up these’ experiments 
where the elements of plant food— 
nitrogen, potassium, and phosphorus 
were compared with the manure, 
different samples of soil and both 
solid and liquid manure being used, 
if the clover on the manured pots is 


ranked as 100, the mineral fertilizers 
gave a growth equal to 75 in the first 
series, 93 in the second, 80) in the 
third, 8 in the fourth, 72 in the fifth, 
and 61 in the last series. At no time 
have the minerals given as good a 
growth as the manure. The pictures 
show something in addition, and that 
is that the manure helped the clover 
immediately, and before the minerals 
helped at all; therefore if the green 
weight had been taken earlier the 
difference would have been greater. 
With all this evidence it is certain 
that manure contains something that 
helps the growth of the clover other 


than the nitrogen, potassium, and 
phosphorus found in it. 

The question now is, What is this 
constituent of the manure? It has 


been shown that the manure did not 
correct the acidity of the soil, that 
the physical effect is not a help to 
the clover, and, further, that it was 
not on account of the bacteriological 
relations. There seems to be only 
two possible explanations left. One 
is that the soluble organic matter in 
the manure is used as such directly 
by the clover plant for nourishment, 


without first being broken down and 
then assimilated in simple forms. 
The second is that there is a poison 


in the soil and that the manure neu- 


tralized it. The one is the toxin 
theory, the other the soluble plant 
food theory. At this time the plant 
food theory will be discussed, leaving 


the other to be considered by itself. 


Why should it seem strange that 
plants should be able to assimilate 
soluble organic matter as such and 


are still slaves to 
Plants un- 


use it directly? We 
Liebig’s mineral theory. 
doubtedly can be brought to perfec- 
tion on mineral food alone, but this 
is not saying that they can not use 
other food. Non-chlorophyl plants, as 
the toadstools, subsist on organic 
food, and if they can, why is it not 
possible for chlorophy! plants to do 
so? In fact, some of them do. The 
mistletoe uses elaborated food. The 
carnivorous plants, as the sun-dew 
and the pitcher-plants, growing on the 
northern bogs, use insects as food. 
The sun-dew captures and digests in- 
sects on its leaves and these help it 
to grow better and produce more and 
better seeds. The pitcher plant also 


is helped by the insects that it en- 
traps and digests. If one green plant 
can use organic food, why can not 


another? 

Foreign investigators

as plant food. They are securing 
data that would indicate that soluble 
organic matter can be used as food 
directly by certain crops. It can 
hardly be said as yet that they have 
demonstrated that in ordinary field 
practice this plays any appreciable 


part, but the data they have secured 
is very suggestive and interesting. 
One of the most interesting reports, 
however, comes from one of our own 
workers, and a brief summary is here 
given.

Atkinson, contains a 
bution on the question of the abilits 
of plants to use soluble organic ma‘- 
ter directly as food. In this bulletin 
the author first proves that mush- 
rooms are available for food for sev- 
eral green plants both when fermented 
and when unfermented. These were 
not tested under sterile conditions, 
and the unfermented material had a 
chance to ferment, and therefore it is 
not certain that the organic com- 
pounds were used unchanged. 

He next grew radishes and cabbage 
under sterile conditions, all bacteria 
being excluded. He found that both 
the fermented and the unfermented 
mushroom material caused growth of 
the plants. We “These pure 
cultures show that for the radish and 
vabbage there is plant food for auto- 
trophs in an unfermented infusion of 
the common mushrooms, for they 
grew to a larger size here than in 
distilled water. The unfermented 
mushrooms, however, do not offer so 
good a nutrient as the products of 
fermentation do, and this is not sur- 
prising, although it is a little surpris- 
ing that the unfermented mushroom 
can serve as a nutrient for autotrophic 
green plants.” The author thinks the 
evidence conclusive that the plants 
used the nitrogen directly as it was 
found in the mushrooms without it

being changed into the nitrate or 
ammonia form. This is undoubtedly 


true if it is certain that the only way 
organic compounds of nitrogen can 
be converted into the ammonia. or 
nitrate form is through the action of 
bacteria.

HOME BURNED LIME. 

A southern Indiana correspondent 
writes us that he will be obliged to 
lime on his soil in order to get 
clover. He says he has outcroppings 
of limestone and plenty of wood, and 
tell him how to build a

wants us to 
kiln. 

It is more than fifty years since we 
built a lime kiln, and we can describe 


it only from memory. The founda- 
tion was made of decayed or waste 
logs found in the timber, dry cf 
course. We should say that our 
kiln for 1200 bushels of lime 
was probably 20 by 24 feet, 
and about 4% to 5 feet high. The 
logs were laid as close together as 


possible, and brush or split rails put 
in between them and on top, the two 
central ones having a space of about 
a foot between them. This space was 


filled up with what was called “oven 
wood,” that is, fence rail$ split up 
for use in heating the outdoor ov2n 
for baking pies, cakes and bread. (My, 
what good feeding used to come out 
of that oven!) The bottom thus laid 
was pretty well covered over with 


slack coal, then a layer of limestone, 
we should say about six inches deep, 
broken to about the size of one’s head 


and from that down. This second 
layer was then covered with slack coal 
until all the interstices were filled, 


then a heavier layer of limestone, per- 


haps sixteen inches, and this again 
covered. Then was put on a still 
heavier layer, and this was covered 
with the coal. Then the kiln was 
rounded out, and when rounded out 
was covered entirely with slack coal. 

The kiln, having thus been pre- 


pared, was allowed to stand until the 


ground had been plowed and the ma- 
nure turned under, if any was applied. 
It was then set fire to on a Saturday 
evening. By the next Monday week 
or nine days, we could usually com- 
mence to haul out from some one 
corner, the limestone being in lumps 
very little slacked. It was then hauled 
out in piles, allowed to airslack, and 


seattered with a shovel at the rate of 





about a hundred bushels to the acre 
(less would not cover evenly with a 
shovel), which is twice as much as 
is really necessary on very acid land. 
The ground was then harrowed thor- 
oughly, and the wheat drilled in about 
the 20th of September. 

The estimated cost of pauling the 
limestone a mile or a mile and a half, 
depending on circumstances, and the 
coal, which cost nothing, two miles 
and a half, counting nothing for the 
wood and labor, was about six cents 
per bushel. This includes the quarry- 
ing of the limestone, which was ¢he 
biggest item in the expense. 

We could not tell our correspondent 
how to burn lime with wood alone, 
as we have never seen it done, or 
rather, we have never examined ‘he 
kilns closely enough to understand 
their construction. 

Now that we know the use of lime, 
which our fathers did not know, it 
would probably be better to let the 
lime airslack, which it will do on the 
first rain, and then apply with a 
spreader. In countries where lime is 
used in small quantities they have 
lime spreaders for that purpose. In 
fact, at the time we speak of the farm- 
ers of Lancaster county, Pennsylvania 
who ar o this day among the be 
farmers in the United States, were ap- 
plying fifty bushels of lime per acre 


with spreaders.

LICE ON SHEEP. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“As I do not care to dip our sheep 
this time of year for lice, what can I 
feed them to stop the lice? The last 
year’s lambs are in bad shape, due to 
lice. I am feeding them = sulphur, 
which some sheepmen say will kill 
lice. But I do not know just how 
much to feed.” 

Lice are external parasites; they 
live on the outside of a sheep; it is 
impossible to reach parasites which 
live on the skin by what we feed. 
Sulphur and lime is sometimes used 
as a dip, but sulphur fed to sheep 
would stand a better show of killing 
the sheep than the lice. 

The thing to do with sheep which 
are suffering greatly with lice, no mat- 
ter what time of year, is dip. of 
course, the idealyway to manage thing 
fs to dip twice, once in the sprig

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= Some Thoughts on Education 


AN ADDRESS BY PROF. ROBERTSON, OF McDONALD COLLEGE, CAN. 
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It is Deserving of the Most Careful Study by Our Readers 


(Continued from last week) 
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The newer education, no matter how 
new it niay not be, must still stand for 
cultur: But it must promote culture 
and knowledge as means and not as 
ends in themselves. Culture is almost 
as elusive a term as education itself. 
The man on the farm gets some light 
on its intrinsic nature from the study 
of agriculture. To him, culture stands 
for crops (the best in quality and 
largest in quantity that can be ob- 
tained), the suppression of weeds, in- 


sects, and diseases, and the increase 
of fertility and beauty. 

At various times, and with various 
persons, different motives have led 
parents and children to seek educa- 
tion under the guise of culture. Per- 
haps one of the most powerful of these 


was the hope that education and cul- 
ture might deliver the boy from the 
need of working hard—might give him 
a chance to escape hard labor. Any 
parent or child who seeks education 
for tl reason finds it a disappoint- 





ment, a delusion, and a snare, both as 
a means and as an end. Tv seek to 
escape one’s share of toil in life is 
really to wrap one’s talents in the 
napkins or cerements of the tomb. It 
is burial before death. 

Another motive that sometimes pre- 
vailed was that, through culture, one 
might find an occupation socially more 
highly thought of than otherwise, and 
might obtain as much as possible of 
material good in life for as little as 
possible of service. When James 
Russell Lowell said, “Every man is as 
lazy as he dares to be,” he might have 
added, Every man is as selfish as his 
education lets him be. 

Want of wealth on this continent is 
not one of the hindrances to the ad- 
vancement of education. The great 
hindrances are the want of apprecia- 
tion among the people of the real value 
of education, the consequent want of 
interest, and a vastly wrong attitude 
of mind towards taxation for schools 








and colleges. Somehow we have de- 
veloped a notion that all taxation par- 
takes of the objectionable features of 
the old tribute paid to masters and 
conquerors, and that the two things 
to be disliked and escaped, as far as 
possible, are death and taxes. Taxa- 
tion for schools among a free people 
is one of the best means of advancing 
civilization. It is the index of the 
quality and vigor of civic’ vitality. 
Everybody chipping in to to do for all 
what no one could so well do alone, is 
the practice of only people who have 
more than a lip-knowledge of liberty, 
intelligence, and justice. I mean the 
fine quality of justice that gives the 
children of the poor equality of oppor- 
tunity for the development of life— 
of body, mind, and spirit. - 

Another of the specific hindrances, 
of a serious sort, to the advancement 
of education, comes from the way in 
which the public regard the work and 
office of teachers. The position of 
teachers is underestimated, and they 
are much underpaid. Ambitious young 
men of ability, who are not led into 
the profession from missionary or 
altruistic motives, are deterred from 
following it by the low rate of re- 
muneration, the want of adequate 
recognition of the’ value of the social 
service rendered, the want of prize 
places in the profession and the few 
honors and scanty rewards for long 
and faithful service.

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A southern woman, speaking of her 


family, when asked how many chil- 


dren she had, said: “I have three, 
but one is living, another is dead, and 
the third is teaching school.” Hap- 
pily there is a splendid recovery from 
that attitude regarding the school 
teacher, which is seldom so bluntly 
expressed. The attitude of the tax- 
payers towards teachers makes one 
wonder whether they count their serv- 
ice really vital to the well being of 
the nation. People say, “Oh, well, 
schools and colleges cost a great deal, 
even with small salaries paid to teach- 
ets now.” What of that. In so far 
as I save’the. seed to that extent do 
I make it impossible to reap the har- 
vest. Instruction’ and training in 
youth are the means of bringing 
abundant harvests of national wealth 
as well as of some better fruits. 

If the people will starve the schools 
and colleges, the schools and colleges 
may retaliate by letting the people 
starve, mentally, then morally, and in 
a measure materially also. Once I saw 
a field, of which the owner, a wise 
man, said: “I let the crop take care 
of itself; and in three years there 
were only two small heads of wheat 
among the weeds.” Sir John B. Lawes 
further expressed to me at the same 
time the opinion that if the plants 
which furnish human food should be 
all left without human care and cul- 
ture for fourteen years, there would 
be hardly any of the cultivated plants 
fit for food. For even the bare main- 
tenance of human life there is need 
for practical education; and for the 
maintenance of all our institutions 
and means of culture, there is need 
for practical education. 

What better use can be made of 
money than to keep up good schools? 
Taxation among aé free people is 
everybody chipping in to do what no 
ene could do alone, but which all can 
do together with great benefit to each. 
Such taxation increases the value of- 
property; and more than that, it en- 
larges the capacity of the people to 
manage and to enjoy life. It is just as 
essential in the long run that the peo- 
ple should support the schools will- 
ingly as that their children should at- 
tend them. 

Salaries for men and women in the 
teaching profession will have to go up 
or the people will go down. I do not 
see aby escape from that conclusion. 
It is well that there is none, because 
there is no better investment tor 
Wealth or public taxes than to pay 
somebody for doing the best work for 
the nation’s most precious assets, its 
children and its schools. Many cap- 
able men are not attracted to teach 
because the profession has so few 
prizes. The bank has a good many 
managers; a youth may hope to be- 
come one. In commerce he may win 
a prize, but the prizes for the teacher 
are few, and are not large. There are 
not many positions in the whole eda- 
cational sphere where the salary more 
than yields a bare living. It would be 
a good thing to pay some of your best 
men, good, attractive, alluring sal- 
aries, to induce young men to go into 
this profession. 

If our future a nation is to 
satisfied, it must needs be that 
teacher shall be recognized as a leader 
and not merely as a teacher of letters. 
For leadership, he must have powers 
of sympathy, insight, and interpreta- 
tion; and to secure a following of the 
people, as well as of the children, he

must be possessed of skill, scholar- 
ship, and energy; and with all these 
have a character animated by en- 


thusiam, unselfishness, and purpose to 
National suicide lies in the di- 


serve.

WALLACES’ PARMER 


I wonder whether we think as we 
might, when we see a fine apple tree 
laden with beautiful fruit, that the 
quality of life in its sap is immensely 
different to the quality of the life 
which once ran up and down in the 
trunk of the wild crab. The change 
was not primarily in the skin of the 
fruit; it was in the quality of life that 
throbbed through the tree. And I am 
glad to believe the quality of life that 
flows through the human body is be- 
coming much better. Men like Lord 
Kelvin and Lord Lister had qualities 
of life for service just as much su- 
perior to that of the ancients as the 
McIntosh Red is above the wild crab. 

It is more than likely the illustra- 
tion farms and homes for education 
purposes will be no more remarkable 


in fifty years or less than are the 
public schools of today. It is not so 
long ago since only children who 


could be sent far from home could ob- 
tain a good education. Now the op- 
portunity is close by everybody’s 
door. I think a similar development 
for the service of the fundamental oc- 
cupation of the people—agriculture— 
is coming. In the meantime much 
would be accomplished by even a few 
illustration farms in each state and 
province. As a bare outline of what 
might be undertaken I would propose 
say five illustration farms, each with 
a specialty as well as with good gen- 
eral agriculture. For an illustration 
dairy farm I would pick out some 
young farmer of intelligence and pub- 


lic spirit. His place should be easy 
of access to visiting farmers. Then 


if he needed a little financial help to 
put his farm buildings or herd into 
good shape that might be arranged. 
A sum up to $1,000 might be lent on 
him for those purposes under an ad- 
visory committee. In consideration ke 
would undertake to carry on his farm- 
ing according to the counsel and plans 
of the committee and to let visiting 
farmers observe and learn. For such 
service $200 of the loan might be re- 
mitted annually. He should also fur- 
nish an annual report of progress for 
publication. If he failed in those re- 
spects there would be no cancellation 
of the loan. Under such skilled ad- 
vice and supervision as would be fur- 
nished, I think it is quite within prob- 
ability that within five years that 
young farmer would have doubled his 
farm revenue, and if the whole $1,000 
were cancelled to him in five years 
in return for the labor expended in 
initiating the new system of farming, 
in showing visitors what he was doing 
and in preparing reporis, it would be 
money well spent. If his success were 
seen by many and proclaimed lucidly, 
it would be repeated over and over 
gain; thousands of men would want 
to do the same thing with their stables 
and their cows and their products. . 


Another young farmer might be 
engaged to give similar illustrations 
with a specialty of fruit farming; a 
third man with a poultry farm and 


pigs, and a fourth with improved farm 
machinery and the growing of special 
seed grain. Another farm might par- 
ticularly illustrate the production of 


beef and _ horses. A few thousand 
dollars expended through the rignt 


men in the right places for such illus- 
tration work would have a mighty ef- 
fect upon rural conditions on the 
whole continent. I would do likewise 
if I could with farm homes and with 
rural schools. The illustrations would 
be immensely helpful. 

The more discerning among the 
people appreciate the advantages of a 
home in some rural part for the sake 
of the child life and its opportunities 
in childhood. The kindergarten is an 
effort to make the best under school 
conditions of what the real garden 
does for the child in the opportunity 
for development of health, happiness 
and social efficiency. We can hope to 
accomplish only a little of real gain 
and progress in any one generation. 
Social progress in the life of the peo- 
ple comes slowly. It follows the ap- 
plication of intelligent labor impelled 
by high ideals. The intelligence in 
labor and the ideals are the fruit of 
education, co-operation, and to some 
extent, good laws. The hope of profit, 


the love of praise, the «ppreciation 
of one’s fellows and the approval of 
one’s own conscience are also forces 


that count in agriculture, in social lifer 


and in individual character. The in- 
telligent labor that flows from educa- 
tion is the contribution of the man 


who lives his life out for the love of 
his fellows and the love of his ideas 
and his love of truth. Who that has

SOIL WASHING, 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

On the subject of the prevention of 
soil washing allow me to contribute 
my mite of information, gained mostly 
by experience, but partly by observa- 
tion. 

If the fall is not too great, washing 
may be entirely stopped and the erod- 
ed places filled by plowing and sub- 
soiling the land drained by the draw 
or ravine to a depth of fifteen or eigh- 
teen inches. How this accomplishes 
the purpose is readily explained. It 
simply puts the soil in condition to 
absorb the rain as fast as it falls, 
therefore there is no surface flow to 
cause erosion. Of course, if the land 
is naturaly wet, it will be necessary 
to tile the draw. In case the fall is 
so rapid and the territory to be drained 
is so great that the loosened soil can 
not absorb the water before surface 
flow resui.s, then tile the center of 
the draw with large tile, leaving man- 
holes sufficiently close together io 
promptly allow the surplus surface 
water to run down into the tile below, 
thus preventing all wash. Where con- 
siderable erosion has already taken 
place, gunny sacks filled with soil and 


deposited at proper places in the 
ditches will catch and hold the soil 
until grass can be started. Later, 


when the field is plowed, these will 
have decayed and there is nothing to 
obstruct the plow as when stone, brush 
or concrete is put in.

THE MISSION OF THE TWELVE. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 


son for April 10, 1910. Matthew 9:55 
to 10:15, 40 to 42.) 
“And Jesus went about all the cities 


and the villages, teaching in their 


synagogues, and preaching the gospel 


of the kingdom, and healing all man- 
ner of disease and all manner of 
sickness (36) jut when he saw 


the multitudes, he was moved with 


compassion for them because they 


were distressed and = scattered, as 
sheep not having a shepherd. (37) 
Then saith he unto his disciples, The 
harvest indeed is plenteous, but the 
laborers are few. (38) Pray ye ther 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
send forth laborers into his harvest. 
“(1) And he ealled unto him his 
twelve disciples, and gave them au- 
thority over unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
d ase and all manner of sicknes 


(2) Now the name of the twelve 
apestles are these The first, Simon, 
who is called Peter, and Andrew, his 
brother: Jame the son of Zebedee, 


brother; (3) Philip, and 
Bartholomew; Thomas and Matthew 
the publican; somes the son of Al- 
phaeus, and Thaddeus; (4) Simon the 
Canaanite, and Judas Iseariot, who 
also betrayed him. (5) These twelve 
Jesus sent forth, and charged them, 
saying, Go not into any way of che 
Gentiles, and enter not into any city 
oi the Samaritans: (6) but go rather 
to the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael (7) And as ye go, preach, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
(8) Heal the sick, raise the dear 
cleanse the lepers, cast out demons; 
freely ye received, freely give. (9) 
Get you no gold, nor silver, nor brass 
in your purses; (10) no wallet for 
your journey, neither two coats, nor 
shoes, nor staff: for the laborer is 
worthy of his food. (11) And into 
Whatsoever village or city ye shall 
en er, search out who in it is worthy; 
ani there abide ye till ye go forth. 
(12) And as ye enter into the house, 
salute it. (13) And if the house be 
worthy, let your peace come upon it; 
but if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. (14) And whosoever 
shall not receive you, nor hear your 
words, as ye go forth out of that house 
or that city, shake off the dust off your 
feet. (15) Verily | say unto you, It 
shall be more tolerable for the land 
of Sodom and Gomorrah in the city 
of judgment, than for that city. * * * 
(40) He that reeeiveth you receiveih 
me, and he that receiveth me receiv- 
eth Him that sent me (41) He that 
receiveth a prophet in the name of a 
prophet shall receive a prophet’s re- 
ward: and he that receiveth a right- 
eous man in the name of a righteous 
man shall receive a righteovis man’ 
reward. (42) And whosoever shail 
give to drink unto one of these littl 
ones a cup of cold water only, in the 
name of a disciple, verily | say unto 
you, he shall in no wise lose his re- 
ward.” 

To get the proper viewpoint of the 
lesson it is necessary to mention some 
occurrences which Matthew does not 
record, and which rendered this mis- 
sion of the twelve necessary in the 
carrying out of His work. From Luke 
&:19-20 we learn that His mother and 
His brethren had come to see Him, 
apparently the day he crossed over to 
Gadara, but He declined to see them. 
They were evidently greatly alarmed 
for His safety in view of the gathering 
storm of hatred and persecution. They 
evidently felt that Me was going too 
far, was wearing climself out, per- 
haps raising neediess opposition. His 
answer was substantially the same as 
what He had given to His mother in 


and John his 


the temple when He was only twelve 
years old: that family relations must 
give way to the work of the Father 
Probably with a view to calming their 
fears and sive them a clearer insight 
into His work He pays a visit to His 
mother at Nazareth While there He 
goes to the synagogue on the Sabbath, 
awakens bitter opposition and = nar- 


rowly escapes death at the hands of 
His fellow townsmen (Mark 6:1-6). 

Three other thing happened at 
about this time. An insurrection had 
occurred in Jerusalem, led by the Gali- 


cae! + whl 
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leans, which was summarily sup- 
pressed by the Roman power. The 
soldiers under the order of Pilate even 
entered the temple and put to death 
some of these turbulent Galileans 
while they were killing their own sac- 
rifices (Luke 13:1-2). It was felt in 
Galilee that temple profanation was 
added to murder. In making some im- 
provements in the city, the tower of 
Siloam had fallen and killed eighteen 
men; and this was regarded as a judg- 
ment for obeying the Romans even by 
doing servile work. (Luke 15:4). 
More important than all, Herod had 
murdered John the Baptist for rebuk- 
ing him for the crime of incest. There 
was, therefore, tremendous excitement 
throughout all Galilee. 

The multitudes were hungering to 
hear the Word, and moved the heart 
of Jesus with compassion because they 
were distressed and = scattered, as 
sheep without a shepherd. The har- 
vest was plenteous. Notwithstanding 
the bitter opposition of the Scribes 
and Pharisees and all this political and 
social turmoil, the common _ people 
were really anxious to hear the Word. 
Jesus felt that at this time of unrest 
and disquiet He must have help, and at 
once, and no one could help Him ex- 
cept His own disciples, who had been 
with Him as pupils for a year and a 
half. They had seen His mighty works. 
They had opportunity to catch His 
spirit, and absolute faith in Him; and 
so, after clothing them with power to 
do in His name the mighty works 
which they had seen Him do, He sends 
them forth on their first mission. Be- 
fore this they had been pupils or dis- 
ciples. He now, so to speak, organizes 
them into a missionary society, calls 
them apostles, that is, men sent on a 
mission. 

He limits their field. They were 
not to go to the Gentiles, that is, to 
the heathen country eastward across 
the lake, nor northward into Tyre and 
Sidon. They were not even to go to 
their kindred in Samaria. To do either 
of these things would needlessly dis- 
credit them with the Jews and pro- 
voke greater hostility. The instrue- 
tion as to their manner of working 
practically excluded them from Judea 
and from the synagogues in Galilee. 
They were not qualified to deal with 
the Pharisee and Sadducee, the lawyer 
and the priest. Their mission was to 
the common people, the “lost sheep of 
the house of Israel.” There was the 
present harvest. These hungry peo- 
ple, who looked up like sheep to their 
leaders and were not fed, now needed 
instruction. 

They needed to know that the king- 
dom of heaven was at hand. , That was 
to be the te xt of their preaching, the 


main theme: “The kingdom of heaven 
is at hand This was the theme upon 
which Jesus had been preaching all 


these months, and the character of 
which He has elucidated in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. As their creden- 
tials He gave them power to do just 
what He had done—to heal the sick, 
to cleanse the lepers, to raise ‘the 
dead, to cast out demons. He 


had enever given them that power 
before. To do these things Him- 
self means one thing; to give 


those who believed in Him that power 
was another, and from the standpoint 
of the public would be a vastly greater 
thing. The kingdom of heaven must 
indeed be coming, when those who are 
in the kingdom can do works which 
in their very nature require a dele- 
gated Divine power. The fact that 
this power could be delegated and 
was delegated was a matter of the 


most tremendous significance to the 
people, especially in their state of 
mind. 

Though clothing them with this 
Divine power, He remembers. their 


Human weaknesses. He keeps them 
away from the heathen and from what 
were regarded as the religious classes, 
who were then the cavilers and doubt- 
ers. Knowing their weakness, He 
sent them out two by two, as*we learn 
from the parallel passage in Mark. 
There is profound philosophy in this. 
A man’s courage is greatly strength- 
ened if he has another man to stand 
by him. This grows ont of the deep- 
est instincts of human nature. Al- 
though we are not told so, no doubt 
He paired them off with infinite wis- 
dom, so that the strength of one might 
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the whole family.

supplement the weakness of another. 

He did not allow them to make any 
special preparation for this journey 
It was evidently not a long one. They 
were not to take any money of any 
kind with them, not even the little 
brass pieces, “coppers,” as we would 
say. They were to carry no wallet 
nor an extra coat nor extra shoes, 
but to go shod with sandals. They 
were to throw themselves absolutely 
upon the people whom they were to 
serve, on the principle that a man 
who does a kind deed, actually does it, 
will so win the confidence of those 
whom he serves, that his temporary 
wants will be supplied. 

From one of the parallel passages 
we learn that they were to spend no 
time in useless salutations. (The Ori- 
ental is the most polite of men and 
Wastes a vast deal of time in the out- 
ward forms of salutation.) This shows 
the urgency of their mission, the fact 
that the work must be done immedi- 
ately. When they were to go into a 
town, they were to make inquiries as 
to the people best disposed to hear 
the gospel. Having ascertained this 
fact, they were to go to the house and 
salute it in the ordinary manner of 
polite salutation. If their information 
had been correct and the people of 
that house gave them proper welcome, 
they were to siay there as long as 
they staid in that town. * That was to 
be their headquarters, where people 
who desired to hear their message 
could come. If they were not kindly 
received, they were to spend no time 
in dispute or argument, but simply to 
shake the dust off their feet against 
it and go elsewhere. The responsibil- 
ity would rest upon those, who, having 
had an offer of a place in the kingdom, 
refused. 

We can thus picture these 
on their journey, earnest, sincere men 
with a mission, men with a message, 
men who had no time to waste whiie 
delivering it, men who were prevared 
to do the same mighty works of which 
the people had heard for over a year 
all throughout Galilee, men who were 
prepared to endure whatever might

come upon them, without resentmeiut, 
content simply to testify in the name 
of their Master against those who re- 
fused the glad tidings. 

The lesson covers that part of the 
instructions which relates to this first 
journey. (It must have been a brief 
one, for the territory covered by Jesus 
at this time was only about the size 
of two of our counties). If we read 
the omitted portion, we will find that 
these instructions were preparatory 0 
the instructions which the apostles 
would require for their larger mission 
to the Jewish people. For we read, 
“Ye shall not have gone through the 
cities of Irael, till the Son of man be 
come,” which evidently refers to the 
destruction of Jerusalem by the Rom- 
ans. 

Those who selected the lesson text 
have add the three last verses of these 
longer and more far-reaching instruc 
tions, but which apply to the first mls- 
sion as well as to the more permanent 
work of these apostles. He assures 
them that the man who receives one 
of them clothed with His power—Tre- 
ceives Jesus himself; and that the

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NUMBER OF FOOD ANIMALS. 


The number of food animals in the 
United States has decreased five 
million since 1901, and the number of 
consumers has increased twelve 
millions in the same time. 

This is the result of an analysis by 
the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, of 


the census estimates of population, 

d the Department of Agriculture's 
estimates of tood animals in the years 
ol and I9ly 

The term “lood animals” includes 
in this it ince all cattle, sheep, and 
swine in the United States as esti 
mated by the Department of Agrien! 
ture, and the term “consumers” in 
cludes all of the population as esti 
mated by the census. 

The Department of Agriculture's 
figures put the total number of cattle 
in the United States on January 1, 
isl, at 62 1-8 million; sheep, 594% 
millior ind swine, 57 million; a total 
of 17% million For January 1, 1914, 
the estimate is: Cattle, 69 million; 
sheep, 57% million; and swine, 47% 
million it total of 174 million, a de 


crease of 5 million in the aggregate of 
the three groups of food animals. The 
Census estimates the population of the 
Unit od States on June 1, 1901, at 
T7.647.000, and on June 1, 1910, at 89,- 
§1z2.000, an inerease of a litthe more 
than 12 million in the population, 
while the number of food animals was 
declining about 5 million. This makes 
the total number of food animals lo 
each 100 persons in 1901, 251, and in 
1vlu but 193, a decrease of 16 per cent 
in the number of food animals to each 
i100 persons residing in the United 
States 

In the mean time the total value of 
the food animals in the country has 
increased despite the reduction § in 
number, the Department of Agricul- 
ture estimating the aggregate farm 
value of the 179 million cattle, sheep, 
and swine in 1901 at 1,948 million dol- 
lars, and the aggregate farm value of 
the 174 million in 1919 at 2.368 million 
dollars. This gives an increase in the 
aggregate value of 22 per cent, while 
the number was declining a little less 
than °% per cent, the increase in the 
average farm value per animal of the 
entire number of food animals being 
2514 per cent 

The one class of food animals which 
shows an actual increase in the period 
in question is eattle, of which the 
number in 1901 was 62,553,870, and in 
1910, 69,080,000, an inerease of about 
is per cent, While the population was 
increasing about 16 per cent. The 
farm value of cattle in 1901 is put at 
1411,737.080 dollars, and in 1910 at 
1,.697,761,000 dollars, an increase of 
201, per cent in value while the num- 
ber was increasing about 11 per cent. 
The average farm value per head of 
all eattle is given in 1901 at $22.65 
and in 1910 at $24.58, an increase of 
but 81% per cent in value per head on 
the farm. In the markets, however, 
beef prices showed a much larger ad- 
vance, the New York wholesale price 
of “family beef,” as shown in reports 
to the Bureau of Statistics Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, being 
$12.50 per barrel in the first week of 
January, 1901, and $16 per barrel in 
the first week of January, 1910, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent, while the farm 
value of cattle, according to the fig- 
ures of the Department of Agriculture, 
was advancing 8% per cent. 

The number of swine in the United 
States is stated by the Department of 
agriculture figures at 56,982,142 in 
January, 1901, and 47,782,000 in Janu- 
ary, 1910, a decline of 16 per cent in 
number. The value in 1901 is report- 
ed at $53,012,145 dollars, and in 1910 
at 436,. 4,000 dollars, an advance of 
24 per cent in farm value, while the 
average price per head on the farm 
in 1901 was $6.20, and in 1910, $9.13, 
an increase of 47 per cent in the per 
sapita value. In the meantime the 
New York wholesale prices of ““Mess 
pork, new,” as reported to the Bureau 
of Statistics, advanced from $13.25 per 
barrel in the first week of January, 
1901, to $24.75 in the first week of 
January, 1910, an increase of 87 per 
cent; and Ley is quoted in the same 
reports at 7.4 cents per pound in Jan- 
uary, 1901, ‘and 13 cents per pound in 
January, 1910, an advance of 76 per 
cent. 

The number of sheep decreased ac- 
cording to the Department of Agricul- 
ture figures from 59,756,718 in Janu- 
ary, 1901, to 57,216,000 in January, 
1910, a decrease of 4.3 per cent. The 
farm value is estimated at 178,072,476

WALLACES’ FARMER 


FAVORS THE MULE, 

To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I notice in the Farmer of March 4th 
a communication on the subject of 
growing horses and mules, by one who 
seems to be prejudiced in favor of the 
horse, or rather, against the mule. I 
have no prejudices one way or the 
other; I raise both horses and mules. 
Your correspondent says that mules 
can be raised profitably on the hills 
and in the brush of Missouri, but not 
on the high priced prairie soil of Iowa 
and Illinois. The good mules in Mis- 
souri are not grown on the rough land, 
but on the very best land; that is 
the only place where a first class mule 
can be grown. It doesn’t require as 
high priced a mare to raise a good 
mule, say 15% hands high and weigh- 
ing 1100, as it does to raise a good 
draft horse 16 hands high and weigh- 
ing 1600 and up, simply because the 
mare does not need to be so large to 
raise a good mule. A 1200 to 1400- 
pound mare will do it. Neither does 
she need to be as sound to raise a 
mule as she does to raise a good 
horse, for the mule does not inherit 
unsoundness as readily as does the 
horse. There are many mares which 
will produce a mule colt at weaning 
time worth $75 to $100 which could 
not raise a horse colt worth $125 at 
three years of age. This is the class 
of mares that make mule raising 
profitable, and it is also the class of 
mares that is most common on Iowa 
and Illinois farms. I lived in Iowa 
twenty years. When I left land was 


selling around $125 an acre. If I 


were to go back, I would most surely 
go to raising mules. 

Mule raising is profitable because it 
gives quick returns from the common 
stock of mares. I have seen hundreis 
of weanling colts bring $/5 to $135. 
Can you beat this raising horses? I 
will admit that I have seen some drait 
colts sell for $125 and upward to $175 
at the same age; but very few, and 
from mares that are worth $400 to 
$500. I saw a pair of mules the other 
day for which the owner refused $700, 
and in this immediate vicinity there 
are numberless teams of mules which 
will sell at $400 to $500. 

The mule lives on less and requires 
less care than the horse, but he re- 
sponds to good care as qu ckly as a 
horse does. A 1200-pound mule will 
work to death a horse weiging 1200 
to a ton, on ordinary farm work; and 
a pair of 1300-pound mules will pro- 
duce more horse power by far than 
will a team of horses weighing from 
1600 to 1700. As for the charge made 
that mules are wild and abuse other 
stock, I do not believe that he is in 
any way worse in this respect than 
the horse. The mule is the more sens- 
ible of the two. Drive a mule and a 
horse under a wire; nine out of ten 
horses will throw their heads wp, 
while the mule will do just the re- 


verse. There is a prejudice against 
mules among people who have not 
worked with them: but this will be 
removed by experience. No greater 


mistake could be made than to think 
land is too high priced to raise mules. 
In this part of Missouri land is selling 
for $150 an acre, and here we are 
raising the best mules raised in the 
state. F. I. NICHOLL.

DAMAGE BY RABBITS. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The rabbits during the snow last 
winter peeled apple trees to a greater 
extent than has ever been known. 
Large trees, some six inches and more 
in diameter were totally ruined. One 
fine orchard about ten years old that 
was adjacent to a belt of timber, I 
have been told, was totally ruined. I 
bad twenty-five trees injured; some 
will live, I hope. I bound them up 
after putting soft mud over the 
wounds. I will see later how the ex- 
periment will s*cceed. Old residents 
say that they never saw the rabbits 
so destructive as they have been the 
past winter. I suppose the severe 
winter and heavy snow was the cause 
in part, and agin, the small boy with 
the gun was not permitted to hunt 
them as in years past. Some means 
should be taken to kill off the rabbits, 
for the loss by them last winter will 
run into thousands of dollars to fruit 
growers. nh.

The advantage of the ineubator is 
that one can hatch a large number of 
chickens at time, at any 
and without the annoyance that comes 
from caring tor a large number of set- 
ting hens. But where one has broody 
hens at the right time, the proportion 
of chickens hatched from eggs set un- 
der a hen will be as great, or probably 
a little greater, as from the same num- 
ber of eggs set in an incubator. Yes, 
it would be a benefit to put cold eggs 
in a room where they would warm up 
before putting them in the incubator. 

It is best to have but one kind of 
chickens because uniformity is both 
pleasing and profitable. Each variety 
of chickens requires certain care to do 


one season, 


their best. Put Leghorns and Coch- 
ins together, and the conditions which 
would best serve the Leghorns would 
not uit the Cochins; the Cochins 
would find a good laying ration for 
the Leghorns barely a maintenance 


them. It is claimed that 
each individual can trace back to over 
a thousand ancestors.

other year lay searcely at all. The 
owner’s favorite type changes with 
the seasons, and there is absolutely 
no improvement in the stock from 
year to year. We want better bred 
chickens, not because they require 


less in the way of food and care than 
do the mixed flocks, but because they 
make better use of their food, and 
furnish a more profitable market for 
the farmer’s grain. 


The Rose Combed White Leghorus 
are quite as good a fowl as the Single 
Combed White Leghorn, with the ad- 


vantage that the low comb is less lia- 
ble to frost. There is little if any dif- 
ference between the White and Brown 
Leghorn. It is claimed that the White

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BLACKHEAD IN TURKEYS. 


How to avoid blackhead is going to 
he the problem of many turkey breed- 
; this year. With turkeys ai ithe 
prices they have been for the past 
(aree years a farmer could pay the 
rent of a good sized farm with his 
turkey crop, provided he could raise 
ll he hatehed. Aiter a turkey gets 
ong in years, three years, probably 
e is apt to become immune to the 
ackhead, and is no longer a menace 
o the flock. Hence we believe in 
eping mature breeders as long us 
ey will lay enough eggs to ma 
em profitable, or to pay for their 
yard. The breeding birds should be 
ther thin than fat, must be free from 
e and mites, and be in vigorous 
ealth. We do not like to hatch very 
riy in the season. If the poults 
ome off during a cold, showery May, 
hey are troublesome to raise. We 
ive been more successful in raising 
hrifty poults hatched by the first of 
june than May Ist hatches, excepting 
hen the early May hatches came off 
iring a spell of warm, dry weather. 
rhe hens should be treated for lice 
om the time they begin to lay. 
smells are hard on _ poults. 
t of the treatment the mother 
vets should be given before hatching 
ime. We do not like to treat the 
poults unless we can have fresh 
pyrethrum powder. Thick cream 
brushed across the top of the head, 
across the quills of the wings and on 
the fluff below the vent will usually 
keep the poults free from lice. We 
have used idodine, but thought it a 
little severe on the young birds. We 
believe the only way to settle the lice 
question is to make a chore of treat- 
ing for lice, and go over everything 
en the place at intervals of about ten 
days for a few weeks. When the 
poults are from five days to a week 
old we pull the flight feathers of the 
wings to save the drain on the system 
which the growth of the long feathers 
makes. We are going to try occa-

and once a week a teaspoonful of tur- 
pentine to sixteen poults fed in mash 


or on a bit of bread, and one-fourth of 
a teaspoon to each adult bird.

DRAINAGE FOR HARDPAN LANDS. 

A correspondent from northeastern 
Missouri writes us as follows. 

“My farm is almost all prairie land, 
soil known as Shelby silt loam to the 
depth of tweive or sixteen inches, and 
subsoil thirty-six inches on an aver- 
age. It is a heavy clay, tough, hard 
and very impervious to water, is 
known locally as hardpan, but is not 
in the correct sense of the word. The 
flat portions I wish to drain are small 
and I would not have to go far to out- 
let. They are hard to cultivate, on 
account of the time it takes to dry out. 
Meadows soon run to red top and pas- 
ture grasses. Clover, even alsike, is 
soon killed out. I would like your 
advice as to best methods of drainage, 


probable cost of tiling, size, distance 
between lines, and depth to lay. This 
subject is widely discussed in this 
neighborhood, and there is great dif- 
ference of opinion. Most of the old 
farmers do not think tiling would 
help, but have never tried it, having 
used tile only on bottom lands. State 


also if you have known of anyone who 
has tried tiling a small tract and drain- 


ing into cistern for water supply for 
barns, as we have too much water on 
the surface and it is hard to find be- 
low.” 

Our correspondent has put to us a 
very difficult problem, and on which 
there is in the United States no very 
great amount of experience. We 
would certainly at least make the ex- 


periment of tiling out these small flat 
(known as “sheepskins” in some 
sections of the country). They are 
practically useless till drained. 

If we had a plot of this kind, we 
would run a four-inch tile through 
the center, carrying’ it out far enough 
to get plenty of fall, say six inches 
to one hundred feet, if possible. Hf 
this is not advisable, considerably 
would do, say four inches. We would 
run branches into this main drain, 
their length depending upon the size 
and shape of the area to be drained. 
We would not make them more than 
two feet deep, and wwe are not sure 
‘but that eighteen inches would pe suf- 
ficient. We would use not more than 
three-inch tile in these atid would 


spots 


less 


make them from thirty to thirty-three 
feet apart. 

We would not expect this tile to 
work perfectly the first year nor the 
second; but we would expect that in 
the course of a few years they would 
change entirely the character of the 
soil, transforming it from a stiff clay, 
such as our correspondent describes, 
to a rather stiffgclay loam, more easily 
plowed and cultivated than the un-

ural drainage. The time 


the far @Wistant future when all our 
heavier clays will be drained in this 
‘fashion, as they are even now in ‘ie 
older countries. 

The reason we advise putting the 
tile in so shallow is that water moves 
very slowly in these stiff clay soils, 
and the shallower the drain, the more 
quickly it begins to operate. We would 
use the small tile, because the larger 


is not necéssary, and because they are 
sufficient to carry off the water. 

When we are asked how this tiling 
will change the structure of the soil» 
we answer: As water comes into the 
tile, however slowly, it leaves spaces 
which are filled by the air. These 
air spaces gradually increase from 
year to year, and the longer the iile 
is in operation, the better the soil is 
aerated, and the more promptly the 
water finds it way into the drain. If 
the area is large enough, the drainage 
operation would be quickened by plow- 


ing land between the drains, not 
raising the middle more than _ six 
inches. Subsoiling would also un- 
doubtedly aid. The planting of the 
clovers would still further aid, and a 


good coating of manure plowed under, 
with an application of lime on the sur- 


face, would hasten the work of mak- 
ing these lands the best part of the 
field instead of eyesores. 


Now we do not ask our correspond- 
ent to begin this with every flat spot 
in his heavy clay land, but begin with 
one, and then if the results the first 
year give any appearance of justifying 
it, take hold of the other spots. 

We do not know of anyone who has 
tried tiling small tracts and draining 
them into a cistern‘for a water suppiy 
for the barns, but we see no reason 
why this should not be thoroughly 
practical. They could not be counted 
on to furnish a continuous supply of 
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water during a very dry season, how- 
ever. We do not know of anything 
better for a water supply in that sec- 
tion than ponds. In fact, in passing, 
through on the railroad, we judge of 
the condition of the country by the 
number of ponds used for stock pur- 
poses. A pond means that there is a 
bed of clay near the surface, impervi- 
ous to water. For house use, we 
would prefer roof water in a well 
filtered cistern.

CREAMERY ADVISER APPOINTED. 


For the purpose of advancing the 
dairy industry in the south, the De- 
rtment of Agriculture has just ap- 


inted Mr. J. J. Farrell, of Carver, 
nnesota, “special agent of the dairy 
to render assistance to such 
mmunities as intend to establish 
ameries. The appointment was 
ompted by conditions which prevail 
roughout the southern with 
pect to creameries and their oper 
ion along practical lines, to the end 
at they may prove successful and 
ofitable to the owner and patron. 
Farrell is specially qualified fo1 
work, being a practical butter and 
eese-maker and president of the Na- 
yal Butter-makers’ Association. 
Some parts of the south are proving 
fertile field for creamery salesmen 
hose operations are not always ben- 
ficial.

A BALANCED DAIRY RATION IN 
THE SILO. 


An Illinois correspondent writes us 
most interesting letter, as follows: 
“[ have just ordered a stave silo 
do not know anything about it.

howing that our correspondent 
is putting brains into his farming, it 
is not an easy one to answer. Sut- 
fiient experiments have not been con- 
ducted along the line of the first ques- 


enable us to give an answer 
which we have full confidence. 
some years ago we found a dairyman 


ln norihern Iowa who had followed 
that method, and reported it as en- 
tireiy suecessful. This is the only 
case in which we know of its being 
tried, however, and it will not do to 
draw hard and fast conclusions from 


one experiment, particularly so, as we 
do not know whether this corn for 
the silo is to be planted thick, and 
Whether ordinary field corn is to be 


used. If corn is drilled in thick, we 
do not believe the soy beans would 
make satisfactory development. if 
field corn is used and planted thin, 
they might. 

We intended to make an experi- 


ment of a similar kind last year, but 
failed to do so on account of the press 
of work that season. We meant to 
plant a fieid of soy beans by them- 
selves, and then put the corn and soy 
beans in the silo load about, thus get- 
ting them fairly well mixed. We have 
no doubt but that this would make a 
most excellent ration. It may have 
been tried elsewhere; but if so, we 
have not received any report of it. 
As to putting alfalfa in the silo, we 
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do that unless the weather 
we could not cure the 
alfalfa for hay. It would, we think, 
be better if our correspondent has 
plenty of alfalfa to put in corn alone, 
planting his corn so as to get suffi- 
cient grain in the feed for a dairy 
ration, and then feed the alfalfa sepa- 
rately. Thirty pounds of silage from 
corn planted as for grain would, we 
think, give about the right amount of 
grain; and the alfalfa hay would bal-

ance the ration for ordinary cows. 
Heavier milkers would need some oil 
meal in addition, but for the cow giv- 
ing twenty pounds of milk a day it 
would be all right. 

Any of our readers who have had 
experience along this line, or know 


of anyone who has, or who have come 
any station reports that cover 
this point, would conier a great favor 
upon us and upon many of our readers 
ii they would write us what they 
know about it. 

If the soy beans were mixed with 
the corn and planted as for grain, and 
attained anything like normal devel- 
opment, we believe this would make 
an excellent balanced ration in itself. 
Roughness could be given in the shape 
of corn fodder, corn stover, mixed 
clover and timothy hay, and oats straw 
for variety. We believe that in either 
of the ways mentioned a_ balanced 
ration for dairy cows can be grown on 
the farm, thus saving the very heavy 
bills which are often necessary 
where the farm is lacking in flesh 
formers.

CORN COB MEAL. 


A Nebraska subscriber writes: 

“Is there any advantage in grind- 
ing the cob with corn for dairy cows?” 

The preponderance of evidence is to 
the effect that one hundred pounds of 
corn and cob meal are about equal in 
feeding value to one hundred pounds 
of corn meal. One or two experi- 
ments indicate that this is placing a 
higher value on the cob than is justi- 
fied. It is no doubt a higher value 
than the nutriment contained in the 
cob would justify, but the cob is be- 
lieved to act as a divisor for the corn 


meal, enabling the cow to digest the 
latter more thoroughly. At prices 
whieh have been prevailing for corn 


we think if we could do so withceut 
too much extra cost we would grind it 
cob and all for dairy cows or any other 
kind of cattle. 





TESTING THE HERD. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

From your paper I got the idea of 
getting acquainted with my cows by 
weighing the milk. I had a herd of 
twelve cows, but found two of them 


entirely worthless as dairy cows. I 
weighed the milk morning and even- 
ing from each cow for a year and 
tested the milk from each cow once 
or twice a month from February 7, 
1909, to April 15, 1909, and from 


November 15, 1909, to February 7, 
1910. I could not get time to test it 
during the spring, summer, and fall 
months, as I do the work on 160 acres 
with only the help of my boys, aged 
eleven and thirteen. However, my 
cows calve mostly from September to 
March, and the test would not be lower 








in the months they only give little 
milk. I give herewith the yearly 
record of the ten cows:

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GARGET AND EVERSION OF THE 
WOMB IN SHEEP. 

7. 

An Towa correspondent writes: 

“IT am having trouble with my ewes; 
about a week after they have dropped 
their lambs the udders cake up and 
get hard. One ewe got lame and died, 
and then her udder got black and blue. 
I feed them all the timothy hay they 
will eat, shelled corn and oats for 
grain, and potatoes for succulence. 
What causes the ewes when lambing 
to bring out the womb with the lamb. 
I have washed it and put it back, but 
they die of it in a few days.” 

During the first week after the birth 
of the lamb it is natural for the udder 
to swell greatly and become somewhat 
congested with milk. A step which 
often follows, especially with heavy 
milking ewes whose lambs do not take 
all their milk, is caking of the udder. 
Any caking or inflammation of the 
udder soon after lambing is common- 
ly called garget. There is the natural 
swelling of the udder, which develops 


into inflammation if the lamb does 
not do a thorough job of milking, 
which may be cured by seeing the 


udder is well milked out. There is 
also garget caused by the ewe catch- 
ing cold or lying with her udder on 
some hard cold place. Another, and 
the most serious, type of garget is 
caused by a germ which multiplies 
rapidly when conditions are just rignt 
in the udder and causes in the end 
almost complete destruction of the ud- 
der and very often results in the death 
of the ewe. 

The first precaution against garget 
is to see that no udder becomes bad- 


ly congested; keep them all well 
milked out. It always pays to pro- 
tect the ewes as much as _ possible 


from cold and wet. 
lieve that sudden changes from poor 
to high feeding’ and that feeding of 
large amounts of corn are liable to 
cause garget. When a ewe has garget 
we would try to reduce the conges- 
tion; would bathe with hot water and 
rub the udder with liniment such as 
camphorated oil, or a mixture of lard 
and turpentine. At the same time it 
is a good plan to clean out a gargety 
ewe with a dose of four to six ounces 
of Epsom salts in a pint of warm 
water. 

Eversion of the womb looks bad, but 
need not be fatal if properly attended 
to. Tho first thing to do is thor- 
oughly wash the protruding parts. It 
is well next to lubricate with raw lin- 
seed oil mixed with a very little laud- 
anum. <A convenient way to return 
the womb is for one man to turn the 
ewe on her hack and, grasping her 


Some people be- 


hind legs, hold her back about a foot 
off the ground, while the other man 
puts back the womb gently. If the 


womb will not stay in place a harness 
must be fixed up around the hind parts 
to hold it in. It is not known just 
what may be the cause of this- dis- 
ease; constipation may be one cause. 
At any rate, it is well to feed laxative 
foods to ewes so affected. If valuable

LUMP JAW IN CATTLE. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Will you please give me the iodide 
treatment for lump jaw in cattle?”3 

This treatment giving 
doses of iodide of potassium ranging 
from one and one-half to two and one- 


consists in 


half drams once a day. The dose 
varies according to the size of the 
animal and the effect of the drug. 
According to the government treat- 
ment of this disease, if the dose is 
sufficiently large there will appear 


signs of iodism in the course of a 
week or ten days. The skin becomes 
scurfy; there is a weeping from the 
eyes, catarrh of the nose, and loss of 
appetite. Whtn these symptoms ap- 
pear the medi@ine should be discon- 


tinued for a few days; then begin 
again, givnge the same dose. From 


three to six weeks are required for 
this treatment. Occasionally animals 
will not respond to it, and if there is 
no indication of improvement after 
four or five weeks’ treatment, then it 
may as well be discontinued. Medi- 
cine may be given in the form of a 
drench. It should not be given to cows 
in milk, as it will tend to stop the 
milk secretion as well as make the 
milk unfit for use. Neither should it 
be given to animals in advanced 
pregnancy.

to disseminate the results of such in- 
vestigation in whatever manner he 
may deem best. 

Hereafter the secretary may permit 
the erection of fences along interna- 
tional boundary lines, but entirely 
within the territory of the United 
States, for the purpose of keeping out 


diseased animals. This clause has 
been added by reason of a situation 
which exists on the southern boun- 
dary of San Diego county, California, 
where Texas fever cattle tick eradi- 
cation is now in progress. There is 
a stretch of country in all about 


forty-five miles long which it may be 
necessary to fence to keep out tick 
infested cattle from lower California. 
The fence will be set back from the

CORN IN MiNNESOTA, 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
We note in your article on ‘“Medi- 





cine For Sick Land” in your issue of 
February llth that vou make the fol- 
lowing comment: “Jackson county, 
Minnesota, is not a first-class corn 


country. It is too far north and the 
elevation is too high.” 

Now, I wish to take exceptions to 
your item and, incidentally, Iam mail- 


ing you a typical ear of my seed corn 
grown on land which thirteen years 
the last fifteen I have planted 
to corn. The land has been fairly well 
manured in the meantime. Crops of 


out oft 


corn have had good average tillage. 
I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that I have found Jackson county 


a good corn country, and the state 
of Minnesota produced no better corn; 
and this is the state that, according to 
government reports, stood first in 
yield and quality of corn in the sea- 
son of 1909 over the great corn states 
of lowa, Missouri, Nebraska, and 
South Dakota, being several points 
higher in yield at an average of thirty- 
four bushels, and also higher in qual- 
ity than any one of these states 

Kindly compare my sample ear of 
corn with any you have at hand. I 
have plenty more equal to this in my 
seed selection. . 

I farmed in Champaign county, Illi- 
nois, for eight years and lived in 
O’Brien county, lowa, nine years, and 
have farmed on my place in Jackson 
county, Minnesota, two miles from 
Heron Lake, for fifteen years. I find 
this county to compare favorably with 
either of these counties in the states 
named in corn production. 

All this on a comparative basis of 
land value of $50 per acre here against 
$100 to $125 in the lowa and Illinois 
counties named.

SMALL COLLARS. 


A South Dakota subscriber writes: 
“What makes a horse topple over at 


once when pullling heavily with a 
short collar? Is it the pulling of the 
collar on the neck, or is it the shut- 


ting off of the wind? The horse does 
not breath heavily when he tips over, 
indicating that the trouble may not be 
with the wind.” 

When a horse is required to pull 
heavily in a collar which is too small, 
both the wind and the circulation are 


interfered with to some extent, pro- 
ducing a congestion in the head. If 
our correspondent will take hold of 


neck on either side of the 
windpipe and compress the blood ves- 
sels he will very quickly see how a 
horse feels under heavy exertion when 
the blood vessels are compressed. If 
more care were given to the selection 
of collars and fitting them to the 


his own 


horse’s shoulders, so they would be 
neither too large nor too small but 
fit -smoothly and firmly, the horse 


would do his work easier and consid- 


erably more of it with the same ex- 
penditure of effort, and the shoulder 
troubles of one sort or another would 


be reduced fifty per cent.

It will pay to harrow fall wheat 
wherever the ground is baked or hard,

CRUDE OIL KILLS TREES. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Last fall there came an ageut 
around here to sell oil for the Superior 
Oil Company, of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. He recommended a crude oil 
to be good to put on young trees so 
that the rabbits would not eat them. 
I, as well as a lot of my neighbors, 
bought it for that purpose and painted 
our trees as recommended. We find 
we have killed our trees. I have about 
175 trees from one to four years’ plant- 
ing such as peaches, plums, pears, 
cherries, and apples. One of my 
neighbors has 100 peach trees and 
many more of my neighbors have 
orchards injured by the oil. We find 
that where the oil touched the bark 
everything is dead, but that both 
above and below the oil the bark is 
nice and green. Now what I want to 
know is how to best handle these 
trees. Would you cut them off and 
graft them; cut them off and let them 
sprout; or plant new trees? We have 


all learned a lesson. I think I shail 
wrap my trees after this to protect 
from rabbits.” 

Coal tar and petroleum products 


have been used a number of times to 
protect trees from rabbits, and quite 
frequently the result has been as our 


correspondent describes—the death of 


the trees. There seems to be some 
compound, chemists tell us phenol 
compounds, which blisters the bark 


and kills tissue. 

The best way to handle the injured 
trees five years old and under is, so 
an experienced horticulturist tells us, 
to cut them down close to the ground 
with a slanting cut. It is well to paint 
the cut with white lead. When the 
growing season starts several shoois 
should spring up, one of which should 
be trained to become the new trunk. 

Another way of repairing the in- 
jury would be to cut the trees down 
close to the ground and graft in a 
couple of scions, one of which could 
be trained to become the new trunk. 


This might be done any time before 
the leaves start. With either of these 
cases the young shoots should make 


very rapid growth on account of the 
well developed root systems behind 
them. 

If the trees were not injured by the 
oil so very severely they might be 
brought through without cutting them 
back merely by wrapping waxed cloth 
carefully over the injured bark. 

If the injured trees were over five 
years old it might pay to bridge graft. 
A graft is made to conduct the sap 
over the injured part from below to 
above. We described this method 
quite fully in a recent issue.

DEHORNING CATTLE. 


A Montana subscriber writes: 

“Will you kindly advise as to the 
proper time and method of dehorhing 
cattle? What effect, if any, does de- 
horning have on milk cows.” 

Cattle may be dehorned at any time 
during the fall, winter and spring sea- 
seasons, when there is no danger of 
flies. The best time, however, is in 
the fall, shortly after flies have dis- 


appeared for good, or in the spring 
some time before they come. When 


in very cold weather, there 
is some danger of cold being con- 
tracted with serious results. As to 
method, the common method nowa- 
days is to use some of the dehorning 
shears made especially for this pur- 
pose, taking care to confine the ani- 
mal securely in a dehorning chute and 
to cut deep enough to prevent scurs 
from appearing afterwards.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Secretary of War Dickinson has out- 
lined in a letter to Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson a new plan for furnish- 
ing horses to the army. His scheme 
contemplates the establishment by the 
Department of Agriculture of farms 
for the breeding of horses. Under the 
plan the War Department is to co- 
operate in the venture. Here is the 
letter in part: 

“If you can agree with me that ar- 
rangements are practicable similar 1o 
those in vogue in European countries, 
whereby the agricultural or similar 
departments superintend the breeding 
of horses and the army makes pur- 
chases from among those so bred, I 
think all that remains to be done is 
for each of us to designate representa- 
tives from our respective interested 
bureaus to get together and formulate 
plans, taking into consideration allow- 
ances that must be made for our form 
of government and existing laws.’

There is an importer living in Day- 


ton, Ohio, who is much disappointed 
over not being able to make a snug 
sum of money importing milk goats 


from Switzerland. He had his plans 
practically perfected and had received 
permission from Secretary Wilson to 
“go ahead,” when the secretary was 
notified by the State Department that 
the United States consul had _ re- 
ported foot-and-mouth disease all over 
Switzerland. That settled it. 

The plan was to have a man from 
the Bureau of Animal Industry accom- 
pany the importer and select only the 
best individual Toggenburg goats. 
Then Dr. Wray, in charge for’ the 
bureau in London, England, was to go 
over to Swit%erland and examine che 
animals for disease. Then they were 
to be brought to an island just off the 
coast of the United States and there 
kept an indefinite period, not less than 


ninety days, to determine beyond all 
doubt that there was no disease among 
them. I make these statements to 
show how careful the bureau is to 


prevent an outbreak or to bring in any 
disease that will spread among live 
stock. All the expense was to be paid 
by the importer, who figured on bring- 
ing in about 300 goats. Something cf 
the eagerness manifested for 
may be realized when it is known that 
one man wanted to buy one hundred 
of them. The importer had his cir- 
culars out and was taking orders pre- 
paratory to sailing when word came 
that the importation, in view of the 
report received, would not be per- 
mitted to land, and all was off with 
the goats 

Farmers in Switzerland could do a 
business for some time to come 
United States if they would 
stamp out foot-and-mouth disease 
among their flocks. The country has 
been a hotbed of disease for years, 
and there appears to be no inclination 
to improve matters. In fact, nearly all 
of the countries in Europe have dis- 
eases that prevent live stock being ex- 
ported. England alone is the freest 
from disease. She has accomplished 
it by refusing to allow live stock to 
be landed on her shores, except catile 
for immediate slaughter. Tourisis

Dr. Mary E. Penning- 
ton, a bacteriologist of the Bureau «uf 
Chemistry of the Department of Agri- 
culture, has, starting with chickens on 
a farm, raised under practically per- 
fect conditions, had a close super- 
vision of them kept from the time of 
their killing and during their journey 
in retrigerator cars to the warehouses 
until they are packed in a vault in one 
of these plants. Then,the idea is to 
examine specimens of them from time 
to time, in order to gather consistent 
scientific data, both as to food value

First—Clean out by the administra- 
tion of Epsom salts to the sick, or, bet- 
ter, to the whole flock, estimating one- 
third to one-half a teaspoonful to each 


adult bird. This medicine is prefer- 
ably given in the evening mash. 
Second—Clean up by freely sprink- 


ling powdered slaked lime on the runs 
and on the floors of all houses and on 
the droppings boards

of potash to turn the water a claret 
red or enough sulphate of iron (cop- 
peras) to give the water an inky taste.

WEEDS IN OATS.

weed seeds found in oats. The com- 
monest species are the black bind- 
weed, mustards, smartweeds, and fox- 


tail. Our correspondents fear that by 
planting oats containing these 
they will be introducing bad weeds 10 
lueir farms.
